It must be taken as au exceedingly hopefal signa that Ohicr, in 
the midet of ber anzieties, has contrived to find time to draft what 
abe needed #0 long aud co badly: presslaw. , The draft ig the work 
of Mr. Chang, the Minister of Jastice, and ia now aboot to be laid 


before the Peking Petliement. In the main it seems to be based 


on the British preea law, end if introduced=-and acted apon—it 


‘should certainly revolotionise the newspspera and journslistic 
methods of Chios,, [tis an old complaint of cure thst the Chinese 
have never had a. {nic chenoe of getting their news presented to them 
in a sane form, becaneo the newspaper business wes practically an- 
recognieed by the State. Under the Manchua there were certain 
haphezsrd laws, bat we doubt if any of these were observed, save 
the one which ordered newsptper proprietors to deposit a certain 
wom of money with the police. , : : 

Aglavce through the text of the proposed Act shows that, in one 
or two reopects, it is even ecmething of ar improvement on the British 
Jaw. For instsnos, before a new journal can come into existence, 

- it ia proposed that a memorial ehall be enbmitted to the Police, 
setting forth, among other things, the policy of. the paper, ind the 
pame, age, sddreaa and previvas record of the publisher, editor and 
printers, Six dieqslifctions for editorship ere mentioned: Having 
no fixed residence in the country; baving been deprived of public 
rights; being in neval or military service; holding administrative 
office ; being etill a stadent in a public acbool; having any mental 
disease, Those.dieqaslifications, and particnlerly the Jast, might 
be introduced advantageously into the British press law. Another 
yalaable innovation is the following: “ Peraona supplying ariicles, 

' yeporting, or inserticg corrections im newspapers shall share the 
responsibility of publiostion nith the editor.’ This, too, we would 

. willingly see introduced into the British law on the subject, for at 
present an editor may have to meet hesvy damages, or may be sent 
to gaol, throu bh absolately no faalt cf bie own. The late Dr. 
Shorthouse, of “ Pink 'Ua" fame, went to prison for three months, 
shoerly through the carelessness of his assistant editor—whu, io 
English law, could not be hold responsible for libel.
